Fro m a cartful pet nisi ut the Muniieor, a French pa­ 
per that contains the fulled aud molt anthem c accounts 
of the debates ol the Convention -na the Jacobin C l u b , 
dec. Sec, we arc enabled to Hate—— 
T h a t the c o m d t was between 
Robcfpicrrc and the 
Committee ut Public aud General b»tety j 
T h a t kobctpierre, in concert with bt. jo lt and Coti ­ 
llion, all three Members of the Committee ol Public 
balety, had formed a plan to Ic ic into his own hands 
the whole power delegated by the Convention to the two 
Committees, and thai having piepaicd hts means, he was 
the hilt to begiu the attack. 
For ha weeks Ik had abiented himfelf from the C o m ­ 
mittee ol P ublic b a l d y , that is Hum the 'inc lie tuur.d 
that he could not make the other members adopt wha t­ 
ever he thought proper to ptopolc. 
D uring that period, 
both he and his agents were huiy at the C om m u n e , at 
the Jacobin C l u b , and over all Pails, in vilifying toe two 
^Cuinrnittces, and holding lotth th* nccdTity ut another 
revolution, aud a new pui'licatiun of the Convention, rn 
othei words, a new prolcriptior. of the mceibei* ; Hence 
Barrens*! consarn declamations rn the Convention, w ha t­ 
ever event he nad its announce, agami! the cunlpuaiuis, 
who were attempting to diflulvc the Revolutionary G o ­ 
vernment, by attacking the C o m in it tees ut P ublic and 
General b a l d y . 
On the »4th of July, Robefpierre thinking bun Fe lf 
cute ol the Jacobin C lu b , the M a y o r and C om .Lune of 
arts, and above all, of the aimed tutee, the commander 
of which was hit Creature, came down to me Convention, 
and delivered a pieparrd ipeech, in which he a t t a i n e d 
the cond o # of the Committees ol Public auJ Geueial 
b a'ety, of the Committee ut Finance, aud the whole i n ­ 
tern of the government. 
It was moved, that this fpcecb Hi.old be printed and 
diitributcd. 
R u n i c , Biilattd- Varennes, C a m b o n , Tattier, and o her 
members ui the Committee, laid, they wr.ihed the lpttch 
lo br primed, 
for the people had a right to k now the 
whole truth, and when they had read the charge they 
flnuld have an opportunity of reading the anfwer. T h e y 
told K ubclpte nf, .hat it hr had thought hi to attend his 
duty iii the Committee of Public b a l d y , he would have 
k n o w n that many of the allegations in his ipccch w r i t 
(atte j that many things blamed in it had been p.ogortd 
by himlei! j that he an signed the iyltem ot F maine, b e­ 
came it had deprived pedant whom he thought fit to pro­ 
l e # or the ui^aus of making loitunes ai the public r e ­ 
pin Ie j that ne had often protected men from puiufhmctit 
when they welt really g o u t y , and denounced the lame 
men when they had C o m m i t t e d no crim: but that of in­ 
curring hts dilplcalure j that the C o m m . Ute of 
Public 
Safety, when they came to a i c k .u i i u n conn ai y to his 
opinion, had often found thai the execution ut ii was ren­ 
dered iinpofftblc by his ii fiatnit t that municipal officers 
appointed by him had intercepted luppiics ut 
a m m u n i­ 
tion on their way to the ai lutes j that he had let ipies 
upon individual inem bn s of the Committee of Public 
Safety, and of the Convention $ thai he aimed at govern­ 
ing every thing j aud that, while he was ihtnguusg with 
the Jacobins and the C om m une, the nun whom ne accts- 
fed of intriguing were day and night at the Committee of 
Public balmy, preparing the v a l o u r s of tnt R public. —
